At Forum 


Michael Harrington, veteran of 
the war on poverty and a free lance 
writer, will address the Social 
Science Forum Wednesday at 8 p.m., 
in the Men's Gym. 

Harrington, author of a book in- 
vestigating poverty and its financial 
and cultural consequences, will dis- 
cuss The Other America. 

A former reporter for the Catholic 
Worker doing social work in one of 
the settlement houses in New York's 
Bowery, Harrington first came into 
contact with poverty. He wrote 
several articles about the people he 
saw 

Later Harrington was employed by 
the Fund for the Republic and started 
working on labor affairs and again 
came into contact with unemploy- 
ment and poverty 

In 1962, he wrote the Other 
America, an intensive study of po- 
verty in America and its cultural, 
social and economic consequences 
One consequence he discovered was 
the cultural poverty of the groups 

He stated there are many leveis 
of poverty and that economics alone 
could not be the sole basis for deter- 
mining poverty. One example he 
noted was that of the lower middle 
class income groups living in the 
Greenwich Village of New York 
They live there because they want 
to be authors, artists, poets, or 
actors. 

Now a consultant to Sargent 
Shriver in the office of Economic 
opportunity, Harrington also serves 
as chairman of the Board to the 
League of Industral Democracy 
(LID). LID was organized by novel- 
ist Jack London and its membership 
role boasts such important persons 
as John Dewey and Upton Sinclair 
(who ran for California's governor- 
ship on an anti-poverty program. ).

Students May Face 
$100 Tuition Charge 


Sacramento State College students 
may face a $100-a-semester tuition 
charge in addition to the present 48 
dollar material and service fee. Vice 
President Blare Mayne said the 
tuition charge would be used to sup- 
plement the college budget 

Mayne stated approximately thir- 
teen and a quarter million dollars 
would be raised by instituting the 
charge. If the legislature approves 
the bill the charge would go into 
effect next fall. 

Mayne said the budget for the 
State Colleges is presently 130 mil- 
lion drilars a year. If the tuition 
charge is enacted the state will be 
able to lower its expenditure to 117 
million dollars a year. Mayne noted 
this move would not improve the 
cellege system: it would only main- 
tain present programs. 

Favor Free Schools 

Mayne stated both California 
teachers and legislators favor free 
education in state colleges and uni- 
versities. But this desire is limited 
by the state's ability to support the 
total cost of education. 

Dr. Willys Folsom, Dean of Ad- 
missions said the danger of tuition 
charges arises when the charge turns 
into a means for meeting additional 


expenses. He said once tuition is 
charged it tends to become an unend- 
ing spiral of increased cost to the 
student. 

Folsom said if the tuition money 
were used to provide additional 
scholarship and loan furds for stu- 
dents some benefit from the charge 
might be obtained. He said if it was 
used merely to” pay increased ex- 
penses fewer students would be able 
to obtain a college education. 

Mayne stated the charge would be 
approximately $200 a year plus 
material and service fees for state 
college students. The charge for 
students attending the University 
of California would be approximately 
$400 a year plus incidental expenses.

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Forum Seeks Power 
To Mould College

Unrest exists among SSC stuclents. 
They are disgusted and even angry — 
—about student apathy, comniunity 
apathy, and the plight of their in- 
structors. 

All the while this disconient is 
brewing and storming, other cam- 
puses are experiencing th: same 
problems. Some of these students 
have banded into groups off campus 
and found cutlets, others have staged 
demonstrations resulting in em- 
barrassment. 

To many students Sacramento 
State is only a place where they 
leave their cars and go to classes. 
They sit through their /ectures only 
to leave unstimulated. Then they go 
home, neglecting to reurn until they 
have another class. 

Why should they return? Their 
community almost does not know 
their school exists outside of the 
sports program, their friends have 
no place to go on ampus to engage in 
discussions with each other or their 
professors 

Conditions Ripe 

Conditions are ripe for a student 
rejection of the college as a cultural 
stimulus. gut one group of SSC 
students, aware of this discontent 
and the problems, is acting to find a 
solution. 

The group, FORUM states: “We 
aim to confront Sacramento State 
College’s need for an improved 
school press, an auditorum, greater 
allocations for cultural programs, 
and a more responsive administration 
and student government.” 

How does FORUM plan to a- 
chieve these goals? Through a series 
of discussions aimed at enlightening 
ami educating the students and th- 
community about SSC's cultural 
sterility. 

Outlines Plans 

Phil Cecchettini, general coordi- 
nator of FORUM, outlined the 
group's plans. 

FORUM will support a political 
party whose officers are dedicated

uN ‘ TOURS 
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to making SSC an educational insti- 
tution. Cecchettini said he did not 
know whether FORUM would es- 
tablish such a party or endorse one 
outside of the group. 


More Funds 

Moves to give the Cultural Pro- 
grams Committee more funds for 
operation will be supported, along 
with increased funds for the literary 
magazine and the HORNET 

The group also wants the inclusion 
of an auditorium, larger than the 
Little Theater, in the plans for a 
student union. 

Such a student union would be of 
benefit to the intellectual level of 
the campus. Too few students have 
a place where they can sit down with 
their comrades or professors and 
exchange ideas 

Bring Pressure 

By bringing pressure through 
administrative ranks, FORUM hopes 
to influence the state’s mater plan 
for higher education. Cecchettini 
said this was planned so SSC would 
not be fifth-rate to the state univer- 
sity 

Cecchettini said, “Apathy exists 
in state government. If the state were 
more responsive and issues were 
debated, SSC could stop being a 
laboratory for a silent few.” 

One touchy area with this group 
is the subject of state college pro- 
fessors’ salaries. They feel the pro- 
posed pay cut may depreciate the 
value of their professors. 

Group Ambitions 

But what of this student group and 
its ambitions? Why should they be 
so important? Because the traditional 
role of the student was ihat of sitting 
through lectures taking copious notes 
and regurgitating facts on exams. 

The traditional concept is being 
overthrown by the students them- 
selves who want more recognition of 
their college and professors by their 
community. College students are 
becoming concerned about their 
image and their responsibilities. 

As George Hortin, FORUM pub- 
licity coordinator put it, “The intel- 
lectual is not the hero, rather it is 
the businessman, yet it is up to the 
intellectual to influence and teach 
him.”

College Gets New Look 
With Hornet Bookstore 


Contruction is scheduled to start 
in May and be completed in January 
of 1966 in time for the spring 
semester. 

Equipment and fixtures for the new 
building will cost $75,000 while site 
preparation, soil testing, landscaping, 
and architectural services will cost 
$33,466. 

A temporary structure behind the 
present book store will be removed 
as well as rerouting Jedsmith Drive 
over against the levee. Donald Bailey, 
Dean of Students, said the road will 
eventually reach the levee al) the 
way with any parking to be west of 
the road for safety. 

The present staff parking will also 
have to be moved for the structure 
that will sit just north of the physical 
science building and south of the 
little theater. 

A five percent loan from Bank of 
America and presently existing funds 
plus $50,000 outstanding to the 
student Union will be used to finance 
the project.

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Hornet Track Team Shapes 
Up As Best In SSC History

In case you haven't as yet heard, 
this spring's Hornet track squad is 
the best ever. Biessed with much 
more speed and depth than last year's 
FWC championship team nad, Coach 
Harvey Roloff is confidently pleased. 

Observe: in the sprints last year, 
only one Hornet ran the 100 yards 
in less than 10 flat. That lone Hornet 
was all-around star Henry Lawson 
who captured that event in the league 
meet in his best of :09.7. Well sir, 
going by comparative times of the 
“new” Hornet squad, Lawson would 
get a tie for third place in a race 
against his own teammates! And in 
all, seven Hornet sprinters have 
dipped under the ten-second mark 

They are led by Al Bianchani, 
junior transfer from ARJC, who like 
Henry Lawson is a workhorse of 
the first calibre. He has a wind-aided 
9.5, a legitimate 9.6, in the 100 and 
has been caught in 47.1 in the 440 
yard run. He performs equally well 
in the 220 and the 880, too. In last 
Friday's Cow Palace Invitational in 
San Francisco, Al took the college 
and university division 440 event in 
50.1 which isn't a bad time for a first 
track meet. 

Strong Frosh 

A freshman has also caught some 
attention in the person of Manfred 
Korge. Last year, as a senior in 
Vallejo High School, he turned in 
a 9.6 clocking before being injured. 

In the words of his coach, “The 
kid's got real good speed but not 
enough stamina yet. I've got him in 
a harness so we can improve his start 
which isn’t real good either. I'm 
trying to teach him how to use his 
arms in his start.” 

A couple of fine athletes who have 
been out of competition a couple of 
years are transfers John Brown, Utah 
State and John Stampfl, James 
Marshall High School and the Air 
Force Academy. Brown set a frosh 
record of 9.7 at Utah State and excels

in football as does Stampfl who re- 
corded a 9.8 and a 21.4 four years 
ago but has done much running 
since then 

“Stampfl and Brown are both fast, 
strong boys who are going to need a 
littie while to whip thmselves into 
shape. They're working reali hard 
right now.” 

Rounding out the strong point of 
this year’s team are Soto Garcia, a 
strong 9.8 man, Steve Lenhart, 9.9, 
and Mike Mcinherney, 21.7 and 9.9. 

Reimers Will Be Back 

Jake Reimers, reigning conference 
kingpin in the hurdles events is back 
again for his last season as a Hornet. 
He had best last year of 14.8 in the 
highs and 38.1 in the intermediates 
Charles Mourer will be pushing 
Reimers hard in the sticks, especially 
in the highs where he has skimmed 
them in a swift 14.6. Mourer has been 
absent from the sport though a sea- 
son or two and will be a little time 
in reaching his peak. Jake Reirner’s 
little brother, Dick Reimers is a new 
addition to the squad after coming 
from San Joaquin Deita JC. He has 
been bothered by a bad knee though 
and Roloff is bringing him along siow 
sO as not to re-agitate it. Dick broke 
his brother's hurdles records at Lodi 
High School and holds his own 
records at SJDJC. Joe Campoy, a 
Folsom boy, and Norm Zipperd will 
be used mainly in the 330 intermedi- 
ate hurdles and according tw their 
coach, “They're real good.” 

Speed, depth, and fierce competi- 
tiveness mark the running events. 
The quarter-mile brigade is headed 
by Bianchani, 47.1, Bob Dougias, 
$0.1, and Don Wolfe, 49.1, transfer 
from Mt. Diablo JC whom Roloff 
terms “improved and looking good.” 
In addition, Roloff can call upon 
Lenhart or Lawson, both of whom do 
admirably in that event. Lawson 
turned a 49.2 jast year in the mile 
relay 

More Depth 

That grand old man Stu Richard 
son. now 30 years of youth, is back 
to defend his conference title as 880 
champ. It was Stu who last year sur- 
prised the experts by churning the 
course in a fine 1:52.9, and in doing 
so set the stage for other Hornet 
upsets as they swept to their first 
league title. Dave McHugh, 1:55 and 
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Ray Foote, 1:57.6 will be other regu- 
lars in the half-mile. Ron Nelson who 
is in near top shape right now and 
Bert Nichols, freshman miler from 
McClatchy, will be running the 880 
when needed. 

As for the mile and two mile, both 
strong events, there is Bert Nichols 
who has already dipped under 4:20 in 
practice, Ron Nelson, 4:23 and 
Garlan Pruitt, San Jose CC transfer, 
who just this week ran a 15:07 three 
mile, which was the winning time last 
year in the FWC, but the point is 
that Pruitt did his while running a 
six mile race in an exceptional time. 
Ken Summers, cross country stand- 
out, and Mike Brodie, SSC Olympian 
in the $0-kilometer walk in Tokyo 
last October, are the other outstanc 
ing athietes in the distances. Sum- 
mers was last season's top two-miler 
with a best of 9:37, while Brodie has 
a best in the mile of 4.25.8 

Needless to say, the relay teams 
which were another sore spot on last 
year’s team, are greatly improved 
by the addition of SSC's finest sprin- 
ters ever. 

Field Events Improved 

Starting with the weakest first, the 
field events are generally improved 
over last year’s strong field squad, 
the exception being the pole vault. 
With school record holder at 15-1”, 
Willie Wixom, since graduated, 
Roloff has a big void to fill, but has 
one vaulter who has gone 14-6 and 
two more who have reached over 
13-0. 

The high jump find Bob Gray, 
SCC transfer, who stretched up over 
6-4, the leading candidate. Roloff 
says of Gray, “he should get over 
6-2 consistently and has 6-6 po- 
tential. We've ordered him some high 
jump track shoes which should heip 
him considerably and add a couple of 
inches to his jump.” Henry Lawson 
will help here too when the need 
arises. Lawson, 5-8, has jumped 6-2 
before 

Don Biagi and Ken Brooks, two 
footballers, have both thrown the 
16-1b iron ball over 51-0 and should 
improve on that before too long 
Bob Miles throws the shotput to 
just about the same distance and is 
a top prospect for a new school 


record 
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Biagi is the top discus thrower 
coming off his record last spring of 
167-9. Don is another conference 
titlist. Miles also tosses the plate 
over 160-0 and should be a depend- 
able point producer. Sophomore 
John Heintz has been spinning the 
disk over 150-0 and should develop 
quite nicely as the season progresses. 

Bob Miles, Tom Winder, and Jay 
Henderson combine for a potent trio 
of 180-plus javelin throwers. Roloff 
feels that one of the three should 
reach 200-0 before the season ends. 

“All Round Henry” 

Henry Lawson spells out broad 
jump champion and triple jump 
champion with bests in each of 
25-2M% and 49-11. Henry, last year 
led the Hornet parade at the FWC 
meet and when the cinder dust had 
settled, he had gold medals in the 
100, broad and triple jumps, and 440 
relay. Mike McInherney has a best 
of 23-7 in the broad jump which 
places him among the league's best 
Roloff also claimed another 46-0 
triple jumper to help out Henry 

Whew! There it is in a nutshell 
A much stronger and deeper team 
than last year’s great one which 
dominated the league. Coach Roloff 
seems just a bit worried about ex- 
champ Nevada who according to 
scuttlebutt have acquired a 7-0 high 
jumper, nothing to sneeze at, by the 
last name of Burrell. In addition, 
they've picked up a 14-6 polevaulter. 
and have hidden under wraps a 
sprinter from Los Angeles, and a 
couple of 160-pius discus throwers. 
Nevada isn’t saying anything accord- 
ing to Roloff but tomorrow the Davis 
Relays take place and secrecy will 
be tossed to the winds. 

Tomorrow signals the opening of 
the new track season for SSC. The 
meet is almost ali relay events ex 
cepting the hurdles and field events 
Field events will start about 10:00 
a.m. and the relays will commence 
around 2:00. Participating will be 
all FWC members: Davis, Hayward, 


Humboldt, Nevada, Chico, SS¢ 
and SF state colleges. In addition, 
the University of Pacific will be

A new organization has been born on campus that requires 
you to think. Its motto is “To educate for Liberty.” But not 
forcibly; it is not an action group, in fact its constitution strictly 
forbids political action of any sort. 

Instead it requires each individual to use his own judgment 
and ‘to recognize the fact that he is a rational, volitional and 
autonomous being. 

As a human being man has certain rights and is a right in 
himself. They believe that man has a right to work and to 
keep what he produces, the right to act of his own free judg- 
ment, and the right to live as a rational human without any 
other individual or association attempting to negate any of 
these rights. 

We are, in essence, responsible for the liberties of all and 
not just to the demands of a few. 

This is the proclamation of the new organization, the SSC 
Society of Individuals. The group is affiliated with the nation 
wide Intercollegiate Society of Individuals. 

Perhaps it is time for such a group to make an appearance. 
Sometimes the placards get in the way and we can’t see where 
we're going. 

For here is a different group, one that claims recognition of 
human values and respect for human freedom. 

Let us see if the pendulum shall swing in their favor. 


College Stature 


FORUM reexamined the Idea of the University in a program Tuesday after- 
noon. Guest speakers approached the subject from varied standpoints that 
enabled FORUM to present a diversified look at higher educational institu- 
tions particularly Sacramento State College 

Moderator Phil Cecchettini led off the discussion with an explanation of 
FORUM. He commented on the “financial irresponsibility” of the Board of 
Finance, the lack of foresight of the master plain for state colleges, and 
“traditionally apthetic students and tired faculty members , 

Educational Liberation 

Prof. Harry Aron of the psychology department kiynoted with a discussion 
“Liberation in Education”, stressing education as liberation. He outlined the 
ideal university where students can be liberated from “no-knowledge” and 
knowledge is held as virtue 

Prof. Coskun Samli, business adminsintration, attacked the “how-to-do-it 
approach” of today’s colleges and resultant spoon-feeding of students. He said 
this leads to overtraining and undereducation. The opposite of “trained incapa- 
city” is enlightenment, an awareness of the innermost self and flexibility to 
the changing demands of the environment. 

Folsom Encouraged 

Dean Willys Folsom was encouraged by FORUM'S concern with the 
prestige of the campus. He quoted statistics from a survey by J. Levets of 
students, faculty, and administrators. The rating they gave SSC on scholar- 
ship and awareness was in a low percentile, placing SSC in approximately the 
fourtieth position of forty-eight schools evaluated. 

“So we see ourselves as inferior.” He concluded by adcling we are plagued 
by an oversupply of students and an undersupply of funds. “The State Master 
Plans must be challenged as reactionary.” 

Norman Rudy, professor of statistics, complained the altitude of students 
is “Here we are. Do to us.” “And,” he said, “you are done ty.” He objected to 
student complaints being limited to administrators and facilities. He suggested 
more interest in education and curriculum.
